WIREPHOTO SETS NEW SPEED 
RECORD, EUROPE TO AMERICA 


Picture of Nevile Henderson’s Ar- 
rival Sent in Hour From Lon- 
don to All Parts of U. 8. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP). — A 
new speed record in transmitting 
pictures from Europe to newspa- 
pers in the United States was es- 
tablished today when an Associated 
Press picture of Sir Nevile Hender- 
son's arrival in London was de- 
livered by trans-Atlantic cable and 

wirephoto. 

Transmission from London start- 
ed just after 8 a. m. It was re- 
ceived directly in the Associated 
Press office in New York, in nega- 
tive form. By 8:38 re-transmission 
over the wirephoto network in the 
United States began. This was 
completed by 8:46, permitting 
prints throughout the United States 
within one hour of the time the 
original picture started transmis- 
sion in London. (The picture was 
printed in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday.)

Chicago Guild Plan 

Meanwhile, the Chicago chapter 
of the National Lawyers’ Guild an- 
nounced last week plans for a legal 
sid bureau to supply standardized 
legal services for persons of small 
means. Proposed fees include $2 
for the first half-hour of confer- 
ence, $1.50 for drawing papers on 
printed forms and $2 to $5 for oth- 
er legal papers. Settlements would 
be handled for a $5 minimum plus 
10. per cent of any amount over $50. 
Retainer in criminal cases would 
be $10. 

The committee report observed 
that there was widespread failure 
of the public to resort to legal ad- 
vice, apparently due in large meas- 
ure to fear of large fees, It sug- 
gested that the bureau would dem- 
onstrate usefulness of legal service 
iu preparing legal documents on 
printed forms often filled in by 
laymen, Services of the bureau as 
an agency of mediation was em- 
phasized. 

The Philadelphia plan, sponsorec 
by the local Guild’s Committee on 
Legal Service, tackles the problem 
from a different angle. It contem- 
plates four neighborhood law of- 
fices in low-income districts. Ten- 
tative designations are a foreign- 
language district, a Negro section, 
a suburban neighborhood and an 
industrial area, 

These offices would be manned 
by young attorneys—six to each of- 
fice—-who would serve on a part- 
time basis for small standard fees. 
A list of standard fees would be 
made public. :

a three-year grant from a founda- 
ition. The foundation would bear 
the entire expense the first year, 
two-thirds of it the second year 
and one-third the third year. It is 
the expectation of the sponsors 
that the offices would be self-sup- 
porting by the fourth year. 

Opposition to the plans is ex- 
pected from within the legal pro- 
fession. Some attorneys, it is point- 
ed out, fear the programs would 
compete with private practice force 
reduction -in the prevailing level 
of fees. Others advocate an al- 
ternate plan of educating the pub- 
lic to the need for legal services. 
They say many laymen are preju- 
diced against lawyers because of 
publicity given to disbarment of 
an erring minority and of unflat- 
tering presentations of attorneys in 
fiction and movies. 


Boston Advocate 

Recently R. H. Smith of Boston, 
a member of the American Bar 
Association’s Committee on Legal 
Aid Work, warned the bar against 
an “impending demand for ‘social- 
ized law,’” declaring that if law- 
yers defaulted in their obligation to 
the great low-income group it would 
be “only a question of time” be- 
fore the Government will be forced 
to act. 

He urged the legal profession to 
act promptly to remedy a situation 
in which millions “need legal help 
and know not where to turn” while 
“hundreds of honest and compe- 
tent lawyers, able and eager to be 
of service, live on the borderline 
of starvation.”

Embarrassing International

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26. 
HE note that Acting secretary of State 
T Sumner Welles sent to Mexico City on the 
oil controversy the other day marked 
the beginning of a new phase in the relation- 
ship between the two countries. It is a 
phase that threatens at the outset at least 
to be more troubled, more uncertain, 
any period in recent history. 

An immovable object, which is the claim 
of the oil companies on the Mexican economy, 
has met an irresistible force, which is the 
rising tide of Mexican nationalism, and tie 
result may well be a crash of major propor- 
tions. 

Welles in his note rebuked the oil com- 
panies for their rejection of a compromise 
proposal that the State Department had put 
forward. At the same time he reminded 
Mexico of the necessity for “prompt, ade- 
quate and effective compensation” for the 
oil properties. 

There is no way, of course, to compel the 
oil companies to accept any negotiation or 
arbitration. Having made proffers of pay, 
the Mexican Government is able to say that 
the companies will not consider their alterna- 
tive proposals. In fact that is exactly what 
Ambassador Castillo Najera is Saying today. 
In the light of existing circumstances this 
attitude is, of course, correct. It overlooks, 
however, certain dangerous potentialities in a 
future that may not be too distant.

First, should Mexico’s situation become 
worse, there is the possibility that the Car- 
denas regime might encounter revolutionary | 
violence.

Second, the outbreak of a European war 
might raise a similar demand, particularly |

At the moment this sounds slightly | 
fantastic, but a European war would raise 
many issues in Latin America. Already there 
are reports that the Germans intend to try 
to take the French island of Martinigue in 
the Caribbean in the event of war. There 
would be provocative rumors of German 
operations south of the Rio Grande. 

Third, the Mexican official attitude ignores 
the possibility of a conservative administra- 
tion in Washington in 1940. A Republican 
regime could be expected to take an entirely 
different -attitude. Hard-boiled demands 
might result in an embarrasing situation that 
would create a demand for intervention. 

These are all, it must be repeated, merely 
potentialities. American public opinion has 
been for the most part on the Mexican side 
in the present controversy; no one regards 
intervention as a present possibility; even 
among oil executives only a few rabid par- 
tisans talk today in terms of intervention; 
but changes can come very fast in the pres- 
ent day world. It must not be forgotten 
that American oil companies, chiefly Standard 
of New Jersey, have financed for a year 
or more a constant barrage of propaganda, 


Part of Larger Fight 

of Haves and Have-Nots 

In a larger sense, of course, the Mexican 
controversy is merely a part of the world- 
wide fight for oil and that fight is in turn a 
factor in the present conflict between the 
have and the have-not nations. Germany 
has obtained oil from Mexican wells when 
all other’sources were closed, thanks to the 
good offices of W. R. Davis, perhaps the 
most extraordinary figure in the present oil 
drama. The Germans now appear to have 
great confidence in Davis because he has 
moved oil in crisis and out of crisis. So far 
as volume is concerned, of course, greater 
quantities have come from Standard and 
Dutch Shell, but the Germans have not had 
the same confidence in these sources. | 


Now, however, it is apparent thaf Davis 
himself is having difficulty obtaining enough 
oil to fill the contracts he has made with 
Germany and other countries. The reason, 
according to those familiar with Davis’ activ- 
ities, is the unsettled labor conditions that 
exist in the Mexican oil fields.

Perhaps the most important and at the 
Same time the least known figure in the 
controversy, Davis has had an adventurous 
life. His present conflict with the big oil 
companies is just another skirmish in a life- 
long war. As Davis would tell it, he has 
been subject to the constant persecution of 
the companies that dominate the world trade 
in oil; they have never ceased their efforts 
to destroy him. From the oil companies’ 
point of view he is a reckless interloper whose 
business methods they regard as highly dubi- 
ous. 

Now about 50 years old, Davis was born 
in Alabama. Briefly he attended Stark Col- 


»plege in Montgomery but left school to be- 


come a butcher for the Union News Co. Lat- 
er he was a fireman for the M. O. & G. Rail- 
road out of Muskogee, Ok., and still later 
he was made an engineer. 

While still comparatively young, however, 
he began to organize the first of the num- 
erous succession of companies that he has 
brought into being. One of his first com- 
panies was the Best Test Oil & Gas Co. at 
Muskogee, formed in 1913. Another was 
the Gotham Mining & Milling Co., formed 
to engage in zine mining, at Joplin, Mo. 
The chief asset of these early companies was 
the intense enthusiasm of their promoter. 

After his service in the war, Davis be- 
came an oil lease broker. It was at this 
time that. he made a contact with the Bene- 
dum Trees Co., the largest independent oil 
exploring and drilling firm in the world. 
This was to prove an important connection 
later on. 

In 1923 he formed the Davis-Malcona Co., 
a Delaware corporation in which he interest- 
egy a number of Philadelphia investors.

In this process a convenient 
loophole has been available in an 
unfortunate phrase which somehow 
slipped into the charter. This 
phrase, states that employes May | 
be dismissed “with or without 
cause” except where dismissal 
would conflict with other provi- 
sions of the charter. 

In 1925, Charles Hertenstein, who 
then was head of the Efficiency 
Board, resigned and exposed the 
dot system used by Mayor Victor 
J. Miller, who had succeeded Kiel 
a short time previously. Herten- 
stein said he received letters from 
Miller containing the names of job 
applicants followed by one to three 
dots. One dot meant that the can- 
didate was not of particular inter- 
est to administration, two that 
he was all right for appointment, 
and three that he must be appoint- 
ed. 

When the Democrats came into 
power in 1933 after 24 years of Re- 
publican rule at City Hall, the new 
administration was outspoken in 
declaring there would be a house- 
cleaning and that Democrats would 
replace Republicans in city jobs. 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann re- 
marked facetiously that he was glad 
Twelfth boulevard and Market 
street had been widened, so that 
there would be plenty of room for 
the Republicans leaving the City 
Hall offices. Within slightly more 
than two years there was an 80 per 
cent turnover in employes.

DEXTER. Me. Aug. 26 (AP).— 
Representative Joseph W. Martin 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, callea

“Under the New Deal's misguid- 
ed policies of internationalism and 
free trade. the vaunted American 
standard of living is being lowered 
for all our people.” he said in an 
address at a huge Maine Repub- 
lican fieid day here. 

Declaring the seriousness of the 
situation was “not. to be minimized,” 
leader in the House 
said that in the present “seventh 
year of Federal spending we still 
have approximately 10,000,000 unem- 
prices are at bank- 
ruptcy levels, our export market 
for farm products is still diminish- 
ing, and our rich home. market is 
being flooded by an increasing tide 
of low cost industrial and agricul- 
tural products from abroad.” 

The affair, billed as the “curtain 
raiser’ of the 1940 national and 
Maine campaigns’, was in honor of 
the memory of Hannibal Hamlin, 
Maine native. whom Martin de- 
scribed as “the right arm of Abra- 
ham Lincoln.” Hamlin was Vice 
President under Lincoln.

aid organizations, assisting 300,060 
applicants annually, have helped 
mitigate the problem,” Smith re- 
ported to the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, “but legal aid is intended 
to serve and does serve only the 
really poor.

And, if the 
experiment proved successful, we 
would not only be helping many 
people who now get no legal ad- 
vice, or very poor advice, but, in- 
cidentally, we'd be giving them a 
brand-new slant on the legal pro- 
fession.”

You will 
be paid 25 per cent commission for 
every order resulting from the 
mailing, but thére is no way to 
check on the orders. 

Most gyp artists prefer to deal 
in small amounts per victim on the 
theory that they are not so likely 
to be reported. Thus “home work” 
rackets flourish and in the files 
of the Better Business Bureau 
there are more cards indexing them 
than any others. Earn money at 
home addressing envelopes, making 
pies, doing fancy work, you are 
advised. The next, “send costs to 
cover materials.” Some concerns 
even promise to market your prod-

but somehow you never attain 
those high standards. On the oth- 
er hand, “Write the words to a 
song. We revise poems, write mu- 
sic and guarantee to secure publi- 
cation.”

Respond to that 
lure and you'll find your works al- 
ways acceptable. These “publish- 
ers” immediately send a letter 
praising your production. 

“We had an author. submit the 
most illiterate, most impossible 
story he could think of and he 
got the very same flattering letter 
of acceptance he had for the best 
story he could write,” said Miss 
Dorothy Ward, who is assistant to 
Kenneth H. Hood, head of the 
merchandising department of the 
bureau, Next the author received 
a contract which to the unitiated 
would make success seem sure. 
The contract provided for the pay- 
ment of $50 and payment could 
be made in installments or all at 
one time. ‘If the contract is signed 
and forwarded with the payment 
called for (part of which is for 
copyrighting fee), the so-called 
publisher or literary agent may go 
through the motions of fulfilling 
his part of the agreement which 
is to print the song, call it to the 
attention of music dealers and pro- 
fessional singers and peddle your 
story, but strangely enough the 
story never appears in print and 
the song writer has nothing to 
show for his song but a few cheap- 
ly printed copies. 

“It is another variation of the 
puff-sheet racket,” commented Miss 
Ward. “If these ambitious but de- 
luded persons could only realize 
that printing is not publishing. In 
our ‘Facts for Writers’ booklet we 
explain how no genuine publisher 
takes orders for publishing or 
charges for publishing.

Sighs of relief as the five wel- 
comers watched the gangplank 
lowered.

However, he looked dis- 
traught, completeiy miserable and 
ready to burst into tears, He was 
homesick and _ wished himself 
thousands of miles away. He 
went to his hotel and wept in- 
_consolably. 

Later in the week, Tschaikowsky 
stopped crying long enough to re- 
‘ceive a tremendous ovation at the 
inauguration of Carnegie Hall 
_ when he conducted some of his 
‘music at its opening concert. He 
shared the program with a. young, 
highly talented conductor named 
Walter Damrosch. In a letter to 
his brother, Modeste, Tschaikowsky 
marvelled, “I am a much more im- 
portant person here than in Rus- 
sia.”

However, the whole American 
trip was an agony to him. All 
these people who were so kind, 
and meant so well, how could they 
know or understand his morbid 
dread of meeting strangers, his 
pathological dislike of any social 
contacts?

| children, she believed her life’s pur- 
| pose fulfilled. However, one day 
(hearing for the first time some 
|'music by Tschaikowsky, she literal- 
‘ly fell in love with it, and com- 
missioned a work from him. She 
'wrote the composer: “For several 
'days after hearing your “Tempest’ 
‘I was in a delirium from which 
iI could not emerge.” She begged 
‘for his photograph. But never 
_did she propose a meeting. She 
| explained by letter: “There was 
a time when I was very anxious 
to make your personal acquaint- 
ance; but now the more you fasci- 
nate me, the more I fear your pres- 
ence; I prefer to think of you from 
afar: to hear you speak in your 
music and through it to share your 
feelings.” 
Her ideas suited Tschaikowsky 
(perfectly, and for 14 years’ they 
shared each other’s hopes, fears, 
‘worries, joys and sorrows—but al- 
ways by pen. He told her of his 
family, of his early struggles as 
a civil servant, and his final de- 
cision to become a musician. He 
expatiated on his studies and his 
eventual appointment as professor 
of musical theory at the Moscow 
Conservatory, a post which he still 
held. Now after 11 years (1876) 
he had already achieved three sym- 
phonies, several operas, the ‘“Ro- 
meo and Juliet” and “Francesca 
da Rimini” fantasies, the glittering 
B flat minor piano concerto, “The 
| Tempest” and a quantity of smaller 
| pieces. 

Nadejda gave Peter a glimpse of 
a brighter future. But it was not 
until the tragic crash of his disas- 
trous marriage the following year 
that she opened the door wide. 
Pursued by a lovesick young wom- 
an,. Antonina Miliukoff, Tschaikow- 
sky in a moment of weakness pro- 
posed to her, so that he might grat- 
ify his family’s wish to see him 
“settled down.” A fortnight suf- 
ficed to prove to him that he had 
made the mistake of his life and he 
fled to his sister. Only once there- 
after did he rejoin his wife, but 
ran away after an attempt at sui- 
‘cide. Following a dire physical and 
mental collapse, Peter wrote the 
whole tragic story from Switzer- 
land to Nadejda. And she came to 
the rescue in the best way she knew 
how, with the offer of a yearly 
$3000 pension, setting him free for 
the work he loved best.

Brought into being less 
than two years ago by the influx of workers on the Grand 

River Dam project, a flood control and hydroelectric development, it 
is a bit of urbanity in the raw—a collection of flimsy buildings and 
tents, through which runs a wide, unpaved main street. Businesses 
run largely to places for eating, sleeping and having fun, the usual 
thing in a new community principally populated by men with wages 
to spend. More than 3000 are employed on the Pensacola Dam, as 
the construction at Disney is called; it is a $20,000,000 P W A project 
which will create a lake with a thousand miles of shore line. It is 
true there hasn't been the outlawry and bloodshed at Disney charac 
teristic of the old frontier towns, but after the first issue of its first 
newspaper came out the other day, the owner was clubbed on the 
head with a pistol butt by a man the paper offended. And at night 
while one shift of men works on the great dam, crowds of day 
workers seek gay relaxation in scloons and dance halls. Since the 
town is unincorporated, it has no mayor, but it has twice elected a 
“dictator” (a completely unofficial position); the first was a former 
circus cowgirl who now operates a saloon, the second, chosen last 
month, is the woman proprietor of a night club.

New infantry drill regulations 
of the United States Army, effective September 1, so change y H E N E W 
and simplify the maneuver that with other innovations in 
drill and formation, it is estimated a fighting force can be 
trained in one-third the time required during the World War. 
New maneuvers are, essentially, based on the simple 
principle of “follow the leader.” 

By the old regulations, introduced into Washington's 
army by the German General von Steuben, ‘squads right’ 
was so complicated that six counts were required to execute 
it, and no member of a squad of eight men went through the 
same movements in the execution. Each old squad, also, 
was formed by two ranks of four men each. Under the 
new regulations, a squad consists of 12 men, including a 
sergeant and corporal, formed in single line abreast or in a 
column. The manuever equivalent to “squads right” is exe- 
cuted in two counts with a “right face’ command when 
stationary and “by the right flank, march” when marching. 

Six squads of eight men formed a platoon by old regu- 
lations, while new formation calls for.a platoon of three 
squads of 12 men. A company, new regulations, will have 
a wartime strength of 162 men, compared to 193 for the old 
company. Fire power of the new company, however, is 
expected to be superior because it will eventually be armed 
with the new Garand automatic rifles. 

The new regulations are designed to increase mobility, 
as well as to facilitate instruction and decrease training 
time.

The interior plateau, hot in summer and cold in 
winter, is ideal for wheat farming, and all cereals ex 
cept corn grow well. In the Matanuska Valley, as 
much as 75 bushels of oats an acre, 25 bushels of 
wheat and 300 bushels of potatoes have been grown. 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the arctic explorer, said, in sup- 
porting Ickes proposal, that pioneers of the type of the 
old American frontiersmen could clear and colonize the 
farm lands with no more than a few tools and a knack 
for hunting and fishing. 

A paper pulp industry—there are no such mills 
there now—-would employ 25,000 workers in Alaska, 
the Interior Department estimates. The two big nation- 
al forests on the southern coast have 20,000,000 acres 
of hemlock, spruce and cedar, which could produce for 
many generations a million tons of newsprint a year, 
one-fourth of the United States’ consumption. 

The land is rich in minerals. There are 12,000 
square miles of coal reserves, and it is estimated there 
are two trillion tons of unmined coal there, 60 per cent 
as much as in the entire United States. Yet coal pro- 
duction last year only amounted to $637,925—some 
coal has to be imported each year to fill the Territory's 
needs. Gold production was $23,345,000 last year, with 
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placer gold reserves of $360,000,000 estimated remain- 
ing. Platinum production was $1,025,000; copper, $2,. 
820,000, silver $287,000, lead $102,000, tin $47,494 

the country has the United States’ only mines—and 
$86,619 in marble. It has valuable deposits, not yet de- 
velcped, of zinc, manganese, chromium, nickel, quick 
silver, tungsten, graphite, gypsum, sulphur, limestone 
and asbestos. Its copper reserves are very large; those 
of iron, marble and petroleum are ‘probably large.” 

Although Alaska is three times the size of Sweden.
